THE IKISII REBELLION. 

A §li'UggIc which Lasted Eleven 
■ Years and Destroyed Nearly 
Half'lhc People. 

The struggle lasted eleven years. 
'..Lord Clare described it in his great 
.'.speech oil the union a.M a war of exter- 
iniinaticn. Sir W. PLaiy ciileuhited that 
•out of a jiopuiiii ion of 1,10(!,U00, as 
many as 016,000 puri.slicd by the 
swoid, peHtilenoo and famine. When 
tranquility was restored almost all the 
land belonging to the Irish in the pro- 
vinces of Ulster, Leinster and Munster 
was confiscated, and the province of 
Connaught; which had been almost, on 
tircly ilepopulatud sui'l laid svaste in 
the progress of tlit! n.'bellioii, v.us .se- 
lected by (Jroiiivvell as the future home 
of his disinherited race. The principles 
on which the ccmHscations of Cromwell 
rested were capabhi of so wulo an ap- 
plication that liurtily any one ctniiil es- 
cape. In the fir.st place, all persons who 
had taken part in the rcljel'ion before 
November, 1G13, or who liad in any 
■way ■ assisted the rebels befon^ that 
date, and also some hundred ))ei-.sons 
belonging to the aristocracy of J reland, 
were condemned to death and to the 
absolute loss of th(;ir properties. .Second- 
ly all land owners who had at any time 
fought either for the rebels or for the 
the king against the Parliament were 
to lose their estates, but were to re- 
ceive one-third of their value in Con- 
naught land. Lastly Catholics who had 
never resisted the Parliament, but who 
had not laken the Parliamentary side, 
were to be deprived of their estates, 
Lut to receive two lliirils of the value 
in Connaught. The di.siniierited people 
were ordered to retire to Connaught 
by a certain day and were forbidden to 
recrosa the Shannon oil pain of death. 
This sentence was rigidly enforced 
until the restoration. With the return 
of the Royal Family matters mended a 
ilittle, but no serious attempt was made 
to remedy the gross injustice which 
had been done by the Commonwealth. 
The confiscated land had been given 
eitker to the soldiers and oflicers of the 
rej)ul)lication army in satisfaction for 
arrears of pay, or it was held l)y per- 
sons in payment for moiii^y which they 
had advanced with tin; i-oyal sanction 
to the Parliament at the bi-giiining of 
the insurrection. It would, of course, 
ihave been gross injustics to have disre 
garded tlieir interests. At the same 
time, it is tjuite impossible to defend 
the act of settlement and explanation 
Iby which it was sotiyht to satisfy the 
■various claims to Irish land. This act 
simply disturbed the Oroniwellian 
Bbtfcletnent. It did little or nothing to 
rectify the high linnded wrongs which 
bad been perpetrated under tlio Pro- 
tector's rule. Thousands of the old 
Irish proprietors who had been dis- 
possessed for their attach men I to the 
Engliab crown had their claims to 
icooipensation disallowed, and were 
.'excluded forever from their old 
vpossesefons, and no less than seven 
■.million eight hundred thousand acres 
'of land were set out under this Act to 
a number of English adventurers to the 
total exclusion of the old i/ihabitai'ts

It is a very happy thought, says a 
female writer, that wtj women can 
travel alone from one tMul of our broad 
land to the other; we may lind it more 
pleasant to have company, but when 
compelled to go without any one we 
lind it can be' done with perfect safety. 
It is well to familiarize one's self to 
short trips from home, and thus bcceme 
more self-reliant and fearless when the 
time conies to start out on a more 
lengthenei.l journey. To feel [lerfttctly 
at home, when surronndcil hy strangers 
on u crov\'ded steamboat or railway 
train, we must have had some experi- 
ence of the same kind. You will usual- 
ly meet .vitli pleasant oHicials, who 
will rondi^r you any service that you 
need; or if you tind them grufl' and sur- 
ly, do not let it disturb you in the 
leant. It ia always much more agree- 
able, and puts one more completidy at 
ease, to be treated with civilty, but 
when you reflect uiion the? number of 
questions these persons hav(! oIl'iTcd to 
tliein, can you woutler at a little im- 
patience? 

Be sure to be in time to meet tho 
conveyance by which you are to travel, 
and to see that your tickets are correct 
and your baggaj;e checked, and your 
checks secured in a safe place. Have 
with you niore money than you need, 
hut have the greater part of it in stjiiie 
secure [ilace. Dres.s as plainly as possi- 
ble, in quiet colors, with little jewellery 
orornanitnts of any kind. If you are 
going on a long journey, see that all 
your needs, as far as possible are pro- 
vided for beforehand, so that you may 
not be obliged to ask strangers to help 
you; and when obl'ged to change cars, 
go with the crowd, and do net lag be- 
hind. 

Do not allow any one to look after 
your luggage but yourself. Go in an 
omnibus where there are others, but 
never in a hack alone. Should there be 
any doubt as to the cars you are to take 
or to the way you ate to go, ask an of- 
Gcial or a laborer who is likely to 
know. Do not gel confused or lose pre- 
sence of mind, no matter what "luerg- 
ency you find yourself placed in, and 
you will be sure to cooio all right. It 
is best to maintain a reticent iniinncr 
when travelling alone; when asked a 
question, answer civilly but brielly. In 
this way you will lind that you can go 
abroad as safely as you can about your 
own town, and take a great deal of en- 
joyment that otherwise you would be 
deprived of.

'' Not a word throughout tho length and

for a foreign foe to gobble up at leisure; 
!or.jof Fort Moody, the neglected step- 
child of the railway company. Both are 
pushed aside for the latest acciuisition — 
the new baby, not yut in shortclothus, at 
the entrance of Burrard Inlot.

INSUBORDINATION AT THE 

scrnooLS. 

According to "Con Aniore, ' who writes 
to a neighboring journal, discipline at the 
Victoria central schoolhas fallen into a very 
low and disgraceful condition. It would 
appear — if "Con Amore" is not fibbing — 
that the teachers insult each other in a 
very gross manner, that trustees are bul- 
lied by the teachers, and that one of the 
female assistants has recently threatened 
to have her ''big brother put a head on" 
her principal. "Con Amore" goes on to 
condemn tho trustees for not taking notice 
of these acta of insubordination and pun- 
ishing the offenders with a strong and im- 
partial hand. We believe we are correct 
in saying that in every instance n liero acts 
of insubordination have been proved the 
board has moved in a manner that should 
wiii "Odil Amore'a" approval. We are in 
accord with "C. A." where he expresses 
the hope that ill-conduct on tho part of 
the highly-paid and certainly not over- 
worked teachers will meet with swift 
punishment, I* teachers are allowed to 
set an evil example what possible influ- 
ence for good can they have on the pu- 
pils ? British Columbia is most generous 
in the matter of .school appropriations. 
Upwards of §100,000 has been voted for 
the current year; and the province has a 
right to demand that only the flower of 
her men and women shall be placed in 
authority over its young. A teacher 
should be tho persunification of gentleness, 
firmness and good breeding. L^arer.ts 
have a right to exact this — unless, indefid, 
the object of sending children to school is 
to fit them for-- "aloggers" and shrews. 
"Con Amore" may rest assured that his 
"ncdusations will not be allowed to pass 
unnoticed by the board; to the members 
of which tho inform.ition contained in his 
letter is "news indeed." 

ENGLAA'D'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

■ The sneers and conteniptnoua silence to 
which England was treated during the late 
liberal regime by tho press of Europe have 
been changed. England's foreign policy 
has become a prime factor in continental 
!5,iiiaCU8Bion3 and her alliances are debated 
in all the leading papers. Discussing tho 
Marquis of Salisbury's vigorous policy, 
the Neu Wtelp PressOf of Vienna, says an 
Anglb-Chineae alliance would open up a 
new phaie of tho Russian question and 
guarantee tho peace of tho world, and con- 
cludes its comiiiciits by saying, "That 
much is certain, the day of England's de- 
cadence is still far distant," In Paris 
the same subject is made a stalking horse, 
froea bshind which some ugly shots are 
fired at M. Ferry, by the Journal dea De- 
bate. That paper accusci tho late prem- 
ier of having plunged Franco into a use- 
less and expensive war with China, "and 
the only result," adds the Joiiriial, "is to 
beneGt England, by enabling her to es- 
.tablish an entenie cordiale with tho Celes- 
tial empire," France^ alone of the con- 
tinental powers, 13 inimical to the settle- 
ment of the Egyptian question. Not only 
has M, de Freycinet refuse.l to meet the 
Marquis of Salisbury to discuss questions 
in which the two countries are interested, 
but ihe attitude of the Frei'-h ambassa- 
dor a* Constantinople regarding the mis- 
sion of Sir H. Druinniond WollTas decid- 
edly aggressive. It is just ])03siblo if 
France plays the part <if the sulky cliild, 
she will be entirely ignored, andtheeiiios- 
tiona concerning the future of Egypt sot- 
tied wit.^out her advice. 

TEE ABDUCTION OF TUB "LILY." 

The feeling ' in London against Mr. 
Stead, the editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, 
is tremendous; oven those who heretofore 
supported him through thick and tliin, 
hesitate at the present tirae.\ Those who 
opposed the revelations -on ' account of 
their prurient character and those who 
feared being involved by the exposures 
have joined in denouncing Mr. Stead for 
ha^K^ng instigated the abduction of Eliza 
Aripstrong. His crime is pronounced in- 
excbsable, for if the excuse that he caused 
. a girl'to be carried off from her homo, 
drugged, and'submitted to indignities to 
show how easily such an outrage could bo 
comuiitted, be allowed, the same excuse 
would hold good linoi Ih-i crime been mur-

Skeona river for some years having been 
a centre of considerable importance in 
tho putting up and packir.g of canned sal- 
mon, employing thousands of help — white 
men, Chiaeso and Indians — in tho differ- 
ent departments of this important busi- 
ness, the question naturally arises, why 
such a decline in so short a tirae i In 
visiting or landing at one of those cannei- 
ies at the present time you become pain- 
fully impressed with a strange sensation 
of loneliness, more particularly after a 
time spent in hunting up the abode of the 
caretaker. About 9 o'clock a man was 
seen slowly seen making his appearance 
and going tho regular rounds of the place, 
examining everything carefully. lie 
looked extremely melancholy. I said, 
"Friend, I have been directed to you from 
your long experience and knowledge in the 
putting up and packing of canned salmon 
in the hope that you would place before 
mo facts to show the cause of the groat 
decline ii; so short a time of one, of tho 
principal industries of British Columbia. " 
"Friend," he slowly answered, "a great 
part of this is for want of a thorqugh 
knowledge of mankind. This crash has 
not come on us unawares. It was slowly 
gathering for years. Look, and you see 
salmon jumping everywhere. Tho last 
spring run on this river was good. Now 
you sue the sockeyes. It is a fine run, 
and you seldom see a boat now where 
there wore ten boats every other year. 
The pack this season will bo about 12,000 
cases. Our fishing is done on this river 
at low water. In strong tide water the 
salmon seek tho friendly shelter of a aiiag 
or rock until the water slacks. Many of 
the proprietors and shareholders in those 
canneries have their business in Victoria, 
and placed men in charge here who 
thought so long as they put up a big num- 
ber of cases, no im tter what tho coat, cjr 
what number went through the cannery 
floor, they wort* all right in ostabliEhing u 
name for themselves, paying no attention 
to labor rates. Though being situated in 
the centre of an Indian population of from 
ten to twelve thousand, they advanced 
their wages in a few years 50 per cent., 
whites and Chinese the same, their only 
excuse being necessity. I see that you 
are young in the business and I will give 
you some items that may be of help to 
^ou 80 that you may steer dear of diffi- 
culties before it is too late. In 1884, you 
may remember, it took §200,000 to sup- 
ply with goods alone tho caiiiieriis of Bri- 
tish Columbia. The greater part of these 
had to be furnished by the merchants of 
Victoria, companies in good standing be- 
ing reac^ly supplied; but oompanies like 
my own being compelled to seek any 
place whore they could get credit. 

"This fishing business is a crooked affair. 
It dovetails into each year so. Share- 
holders repose in blissful ignorance by 
the reports from the canneries of the 
number of cases put up, and build castles 
in the air while patiently awaiting returns 
from the sale of their salmon by London 
agents. After a time it comes, as follows: 
'Your salmon fairly saleable; market 
dull; prospecta looking bright for tho 
next season. Commission, storage) in- 
surance, shortage.' Swellheads, doubt- 
ful, cash advancad . Figures are rcvorsed, 
and instead of a dividend you are called 
upon to pay an assesament. I'hia you 
can see by my crazed and melancholy ap- 
pearance. My advice to you and to all 
shareholders is, if you want to carry on 
the cannery and packing business you 
will have to regulate tho wages by men 
interested and not leave it to men who 
caro not what a case of salmon costs so 
long as they put it up. One other thing 
will help us oQ this river, thanks to the 
custom house officials for making Port 
Simpson a port of entry. The Californians 
now bring goods to Port Simpson mucii 
cheaper than wo could got them from 
Victoria, and report says that some largo 
wholesale houses from Portland are going 
to open in Port Simpson and that ships 
will come and load here %ith salmon and 
that we will not have to pay the steamers 
.§4 for carrying 2G cases to Victoria. 

"W.iga?. this season have been 40 per 
cent, lower than for years pust on this 
river, and at such a rate and with such 
other advantages things will resume new 
life. The busy hum of industry will bo 
again heard from Kennedy island to 
iMumford landing. Tools and machinery 
now lying rusting and rotting will shake 
off their rust and rot, and whites and In- 
dians will join in places now deserted in 
singing, ' Hard times come again - no 
more.'" 

UOT .-INO MINERAL Sl'IUNCS. 

There are many of them on this river, 
and, within the last three yearn, they have 
been visited by a great number of rheu- 
matic patients. Some of these had to be 
carried to the springs, whilst many others 
went there on crutches. All left tho place 
perfectly cured. Tho springs are on the 
oppoaite side of the river from tho Aber- 
deen cannery. At tho springs tlioro is a 
small frame house and a good bath-tub for 
the aoeommodation of patients free. I 
find that these springs, the Paso Roblea 
springs, near San Luis Obispo, Califor- 
nia, and the famous hot springs of Ar- 
kansas are about tho same in every re- 
spect, only there are no doctors, runners 
or hotels here. You have got to board 
yourself, while at the others it coats .§H0 
to -$40 a week to live. 

LOKNK CREEK — 1>ISTANCE FHO.M ABER- 
DEEN. 

To Lome creek is about 90 miles. It 
takes a canoe on the average seven days to 
make tho trip; fare, §7 50; return fare, 
§2.50; time, 30 hours; freight, 2A centa a 
pound. Distance from Aberdeen to Kit- 
sam-Kalum river, 50 miles; to the lake, 
15; across the lake, 16; fare, SIO; freight, 
cents a pound. Skeena river, after leav- 
ins; Mumford landing, is a suecession of 
rillles, all the way paddling, poling, haul- 
ing on the lino, oroaaing tho river at every 
riflle to find a poling place or a trail; 
grabbing hold of every thing to keep from 
being pulled into the river by the line 
when the canoe takes a sheer. 

THE JIO.ST NOTEK ItlFKLKS 

on the river are the Uankin and tho 
KitsilasB. Here you - must lijshten the 
canvas if heavily loaded and make a port- 
ago by carrying a part of the freight to 
the upper end of tho riflle. 

The Kitsilass is nearly half a mile long. 
Here the river runs through two narrow 



channels., having a strong wall between 
them. Through one of these channels 
tiie canoes have to pass, except at a high 
stage of the river, when tli(iy can haul the 
canoe across the portage. There is a good^ 
trail here on either side of tho river. It 
took our canoe, with soven Itidian men,' 
four hours to go tiirough a boiling mad 
canyon. lu former times there must have 
been a big population of Indiana hero 
from the ruiiia now in sight. It waa tiieir 
golden era. They levied toll with a des- 
potic hand oil any tribe or goods pasaiiig 
either way. 'Thuy have got some good land 
and fine vegetable gardong, hnving large 
new potatoes on July 12. Licro I saw two 
Indians using tho whipsaw to good ac- 
count on the curved idols ■whieii they 
onco adored and which have for genera- 
tions laid in their way by cutting thorn up 
into Bcantliiif^a and boards for the Loriio 
creek miners. The climate changes here. 
You Imvu left the coast range and get into 
dry weather, 

r.ORNE ORKEli 

is in length. ;;h£)ut eight luiles, and is ta- 
ken up and 8t;iLed oif the greater part of 
the way. Thia creek is niisnained, and 
should bo called iMad Cuhon. At the 
town end of tho creek, near the river, are 
boulder flats half-a-mile wide. In tiie 
bed of tho creek on those flats there are 
eompaniea prosuecting, the claims having 
auch naniea iis tiie Uiingry Brolhors, and 
from appearance, if they have to depend 
on tho claims, I fear they will be iuingry 
indeed. Tiion comes the Jam company, 
where they have done a great deal of 
work in two seasons. From here for 
about three miles the creek narrows to 
from 20 to ,'50 feot, having perpendicular 
walls from 200 to 2000 feot high. It is 
hard to liiid a place to bniUl a cabin on. 1 
saw no i)liico that could bo called safe ex- 
cept a high bar called Butcher's Flat. On 
this Hat a groat number of miners linvo 
built cabins from up and down the creek. 
In thia part of tho creek there is a great 
amount of tliiiniiig and wiiig-daiiuniiig 
done of a superior kind. It takes a tluiiio 
of 10x2 to carry the water. No iniin 
working in this part' of tho creek can 
count his life safe from falling recks. 
iNlaiiy of the miners aro abandoning their 
claims on different parts of the oreek; 
some for want of means.

The following companies cleared up laat 
Saturday: Boutli & Ewing, .^17 a day to 
the hand; L;irkin Bros., .^''JO; Cunning- 
ham it (3(>., ■'?25; Young America, §10;

TllK I-Ol'ULATION OH r.OKyK CKEBK 

is 100, tho greater part honorable and 
honest minora. Many others wish tn bo 
called the same, but are dead-boats living 
on the store-keepers and on tho best tho 
camp affords, never paying a cent that 
they can help, and have no more 
right to the name of miner than a strag- 
gler or camp-follower to a regular soldier. 

LATER. 

There is bad. news fop the miners to- 
day. Tho butcher shop is closed up. 
Report says the butcher ia going to drive 
out all tho boevoa. Groat excitement this 
iiunuing by reports of Indians having 
struck big diggiuiis on a creek on the 
lower side of Kitilass canon. About 
twenty man left early fur the creek. I 
aaw a letter to-day from a miner on Kit- 
auni Kailem aaying that he aiffl partner 
were making in a bank claim from §3 to 
¥0 a day, and expected to do bettor. 
Very few white men are there.

Tiiuro have been some parties out 
prnspecting for some timo. Two others 
have letumod, after being out a month, 
and found no gold. Campbell & Co. 
crossed the ii^keena river at the mouth of 
Lome creek and went south to Copper 
river, where they found a fine grass 
valley, which they followed for fifty or 
sixty milea. It ia from tlireetn five miles 
wide. They found several seams of coal. 
Frazer & Co. left tho Skeena about 
titteen miles above the F'orksand followed 
the Hadklogato and the old telegraph 
trail. They travelled for several days 
through a very fine ami fertile valley, 
the Indiana having new potatoes early in 
July. Mr. Graham, gold c'mmissioner, 
is very popular with the miners, and Iwd 
a hard time settling with the Indians and 
the different coni|):>niefl who !»bai\doiied 
their claims, iis all the <i(inipaniea em 
ployed them tho greater part on bedstone 
pay.

J'titit should 
he plowed enrly so a.s to he dsjstroyud 
before the time for wlieafc sowing. To 
sprout this grain and thu.s inauro its 
doslruction ia one of the advantages of 
most weather following harvest. 

Fallen Oats, — When oats . fall 
down after getting fully in head the 
quality the grain is not much afleot- 
ed, providing they liu ve cool wentiier 
to lill in. The largest cro|)s moat always 
fall before they aro ready to cut, and 
the principal lo.ss i.s from the greater 
difliculty in harvesting and the waste 
of heads cut too short to be gathered 
into the bundles. 

Till': PquASU BoiiER. — If squash 
viii(!.s wither suddenly l!i.fco in the Hoa- 
.soii look for iLu vino borer, which will 
bo found inibedJeil in the stalk general- 
ly not far from the roots. The vines 
may ^often hv. saved by outting the 
stalk lenglliwise with a knife until 
the bcrer is found and then destroying 
him. With a little practice tbis takes 
le/i« time Limn would be supposed. 

SiiicDi.vt; OF Wi;eds. — This is the 
time of year when mora weeds seed 
than in any other. Many liavo been 
neglected during the hurry of harvest- 
ing which is as great now as before the 
use of improved harvesting macliinery. 
Tbo.so which are about to seed should 
lie cut down, or if this not ])rftcticahlc 
the field should be plowed and prepar- 
ed.for reseediug v?ith wheat. ..jVj.^n:

St, OATHAftiNES, Sept. 3. — The body of 
Alexander Eastorbeo, the husband of 
Leafy Eaaterbee, the murdered woman, 
was found Wednesday about noon. The 
acoue of tho double murder is reached 
after a drive of about nine milea through 
a lino section of country. It is situated 
ill tt deep valley, and- is surrounded by 
some Que sseiiery And is &bQ.^l.thB last 
spot a person would soloct-for such a fear- 
ful tragedy. EfBiighaiii, formerly called 
lieckett's Mills, was very little known 
until this criino has broeuht it into such 
unenviable notoriety. The place where 
the body of tho woman "Leafy Easterbee 
was found is situated about 150 feet from 
the read. The house is a plain story and 
a half board, and has never been painted. 
Tho body waa found about twenty feet 
fruiii the front door. 

TUB BODY OF UKR HU.SUANO, 

Alex. Easterbee, was found in what is 
known as Millor'a woods, about 400 or 
500 yards back from tho road and one- 
half mile from Klliiighum, where he 
formerly lived, and about 'JOUorUOO yards 
from his father's houao. When found the 
body had on a light chocked plaid shirt, 
dark tweod vest and paiita. The coat 
w:ia thrown ovlm" tho head. There was a 
liullot-holc ill the temple, and the throat 
was cut from ear to ear. The bullet hole 
v.iiri evidontly made by a 32-calibre re- 
volver. The family of Eaaterbees con- 
sists of seven boys and thrve girls. The 
deceased was about twenty-five years of 
age. Both her father and inothor are 
livii.g. 

.srATK.MK.N'T OF .lOlIN KA.STlCUBKK. 

My name is Bastorbee. Both deceased 
and myself came to the scone where ho is 
buried together and deceased shot him- 
aolf, 1 went away and laid behind a log 
while iio did this. I camo back in about 
twoiity iiiiiiutca and I cut his throat. 
Could not say if he was dead or not when 
I did this, as I waa so excited. Deceased 
dug his own grave before we came out to 
the place. After I cut his throat I put 
him in the grave and covered him up, I 
cut hia throat and buried him at hia own 
request. Wo wore assisting our father 
build a log house laat fall, when deceased 
(Alox. Eastcrboe) told me he had 

I'l'T A.V KNU TO Hl.S WIKK. 

Eo did not give me any reason for doing 
so, ^,Told me he had killed his wife and 
was-sbrry now fordoing It, but it was too 
late. Ho said ho expoctod the rope would 
take him, and ho said he would put an 
end to hiiubolf. I told him he had better 
go away and stand his chance. He said 
' No,' he did not wish to disgrace tho fam- 
ily. Think this happonod during the 
latter part of October or tho first part of 
November. This was the second or third 
day after he had killed his wife. It was 
the second day after he first spoke to me 
of killing hia wife that he shot himself. 
Lie said he was going to commit suicide, 
and that if he did not succeed in killing 
himself 

I WAS TO FINI.su TUB .TOH. 

I did not coii.^ent at tirat to assist him. 
Ho aftervvania told me ho had tho place 
all pioparecl, the grave du^, and every- 
thing ready, and said ho waa determined 
to commit suicide. I then told him I 
would iiolp him. We oat dinner at tho 
hnnso togethor about noon, then camo out 
of tho house and started direct for tlie 
bush, tie had a shovel out there. Wo 
were talking in tho bush for about three 
hours before he shot himself. Am not 
sure whether it was a razor or not I used 
to cut hia throat. Deceased shot himself 
with a revolver, which T took after tho 
deed was done and throw it into a pond. 
I laid behind tho log for about twenty 
niinutea or half an hour, and after that 

I CUT HIS TIIUOAT. 

I put him in tho hole and covered his 
coat over his head, and then covered him 
up with dirt. Took the shovel to the 
house where deceased lived, also took tho 
knife with which I cut his throat to tho 
hoiiHO. The knife I used was a good aiz^d 
pocketkiiife. Think it is at the house 
now. Dexeaaed told mo to toll the folks 
he had gone away. After I returned to 
tho house tho folks asked me where my 
brother was. I told them the last time I 
aaw him he had told me he was going 
away, .Aly folks never made any further 
eiK|uirioa. First told my brother Howard 
of what occurred about two weeks ago 
My brother and I had some trouble about 
a week afterwards. I told him in the 
latter part of the week, and I think it 
was on the following Monday wo had the 
fusp. Have been out several times to see 
if the grave, had been disturbed. De- 
ceased had aaked me to do this. Did not 
kiKJW anything of (lie

until after it occurred, or assist niy broth- 
er to murder or bury hia wife. My 
brother and hia wife livod together happi- 
ly to tho best of my knowledge. Do not 
know of their having any quarrels. De- 
ceased told nie ho had struck his wife in 
the atomach and then choked her to oeath. 
When he told mo this ho seemed to bo a 
little dilfereiit from his usual manner." 

VKIIDICT OF WlI.FUL MUItDFU. 

The inquest on Alex. Eastorbee's body 
was opened before Coroner Cummins this 
evening. A largo number of witnesBC! 
were examined, but tho late hour at which 
the report was received prevents ua from 
giving the evidence. 

Tlio jury then retired and after about 
half an hour's deliberation returned about 
10 p ni. with the following verdict: — 
"That Alexander Kiistorboe came to his 
death on or about October or November, 
1834, at the hands of John Eaaterbee, by 
cutting Alexander Eastorbee's throat, and 
that the said John Eaaterbee ia guilty of 
wilful murder." 

Tho prisoner refused to make any state- 
ment before tho jury. 

The inquest on Leafy Easterbee, wife 
of Alexander Easterbee, will be continued 
on Tuesday next, when it is expected 
some further light will be thrown on this 
terrible murder.

View street, to which ail 
workingmen, especially tho unemployed, 
are invited, wln^.i tiio object of the 
asaociation will bs more fully explained.

Wo 
had quite ii nice passage, and reached Al- 
berni in about twonty-two hours or so. 
The Elopo waa heavy laden with fruit, 
chiefiy for the settlers, except a portion 
of it to replenish tho store's supply. I 
am pleased to say that Mr. W. P. Say- 
ward'a store is now well supplied with 
all tho aettlers require; and Mr. Say- 
ward saya he will try and send the Hope 
round to Alberni about every month for 
301110 time to ciimo. 

iMr, (ioo. Huff, wife and family were 
pa3,Hoii;;i;ra down in the Hope, Mr. Hufl' 
liad four or five tona of fruit on board, 
while Messrs. R IluHaall aud W. Swauson 
had three or four tons. 

It ia also encouraging to bo able 
to state that tho number of 
aettlora in Alberni is getting cluae on 
one Kundred strong. Tliis time last year 
there wore only about twenty-two all 
told. When we arrived at Alberni tho 
smoke was just as dense as when I loft 
or. tho 20th of last month; but rain came 
ut last and drove the smoke away, to tho 
great pleasure of all tho aettlemont. 

In our traveling through the woods 
looking for land on Tuesday last we saw 
eight largo wolves. They followed us for 
about two miles and a half. I think by 
their actions they wanted a lunch out of 
us, hut tho wolf boing u cowardly animal 
thuy did not oume too close. 'The fires 
hud driven them down from the moun- 
tains. 

1 might mention that the trail from Al- 
berni t(i Qiialioum is once more cleared 
out and ready for travel.

; in such circumstances he would have 

fared hard, 'uut tho foreign legations have 
rights and privileges ol their own, so I 
Btood my ground. Some twenty of the 
; ; mounted guards violently attacked us and 
A'j beat my servants and their horses in tlio 
^ effort to drive them bacli. I directed them 
jjii).', tostand their ground, and things were 
looking serious, when one of tho quoena 
who recogui'/.cd the servants of my lega- 
tion hy their badges, sent her chief eunuch 
to call the soldiers away. We -wore then 
allowed to pass through without further 
molestation. 

This attack was an insult to tho dignity 
of tho legation too groat to be overlooked, 
and I wrote a note to tho minister of 
foreign all airs demanding satisfaction im- 
mediately. The reply to my note being 
tardy and evasive, 1 felt it my duty to in- 
form tho minister of foreign alVairs that 
unless my terms were granted in thirty- 
si.x hours 1 should haul down the t'agand 
demand my passport. The result justilied 
my action Without going into details, I 
may say that not only was the most ami)lo 
satisfaction rendered us within thirty six 
boiirs, hut my cimrso received the ap- 
proval of tho entire diplomatic corps and 
added, to the high prestige awarded to 
' foreign legations at the court of Persia 
"On another occasion a servant pf one 
of myiattacbes nearly killed a Persian. 
This ;im mediately created the greatest ox- 
citemen^. and a mob formed Avitk the in- 
tention 6f attacking the legation. The 
xniniatec of foroiga affairs notified us ,to 
be prepared. I ordered our military 
guard to'lbad tbeir arms, and stationed 
them at the weak points where the mob 
might enter, making preparations also to 
send my fandly to a place of safety. Hap- 
pily the earnest efforts of the authorities 
were successful in quelling the riot. 

"i.ast spring the ollicial paper. Shereef, 
published an article that was disruRpect- 
ful to I'rcsidciit Clevelau^L 1 immedi- 
ately denmnded that a full (-orroetion 
should be niaile and a new article printed, 
in which he should ho treated with the 
greatest honor. After much persistency 
tills was done. Visits were very cere- 
monious, and it was necessary to send no- 
tice beforehand, and servants would coniu 
out to meet us as a mark of honor. "
